Squeeze some color from the tube into a small 
amount of tirpolene and stir until completely 
dissolved. Add this slowly to the paint to be 
tinted, stirring meanwhile, until the desired shade 
is attained. Remember that wet paint in the can 
appears brighter and lighter in color than when 
it has become dry. Keep this in mind when mixing.
